A  little  vinegar,  added  to  cream,  will  greatly  assis 
in  bringing  butter.  Lemon  juice  also  is  said  to  b 
very  good,  the  juice  of  one  lemon  to  a  churning  c 
eight  or  ten  pounds  of  butter.  Churning  is  sometime 
difficult,  in  consequence  of  the  thickness  of  the  creait 
In  such  cases,  it  is  recommended  to  mix  new  miik,  (a 
much  as  there  is  cream,)  with  the  cream,  which  wi 
save  much  labour  in  churning. 

Hot  water  applied  to  the  roots  of  trees  will  resirsci 
tate  them,  if  they  be  worm-eaten.  Many  trees,  in 
decaying  condition,  have  been  saved  by  scalding  then 
in  this  way.  Pour  the  water  slowly  round  the  tree 
and  be  careful  that  it  penetrates  the  roots.  Hot  wate 
tvill  aiso  be  found  extremely  beneficial  in  iadish  am 
other  Vegetable  beds.  Scald  the  earth  before  sowing 
the  seeds,  by  which  means  you  will  destroy  the  larva 
of  the  insects,  which  are  apt  to  be  very  plenty  iu  rkl 
soil. 

Fruit  trees  should  be  planted  or  transplanted  befcn 
a  leaf  expands,  or  a  blossom  appears. 

Vegetables  may  be  preserved  from  injury  by  frost 
by  sprinkling  cold  water  upon  them  early  in  the  morn 
ing,  after  a  freezing  night. 

Soaking  seedcorn  in  copperas  water,  will  destrdj 
the  wire  and  cutworms,  and  accelerate  the  growth  o 
the  corn.  Warm  the  water,  make  it  strong  wit] 
copperas,  and  soak  the  corn  forty-eight  hours  befort 
planting. 

The  small  yellow  speckled  bugs,  which  infest  cu- 
cumbers and  melons,  may  be  destroyed  by  making 
light  blazing  fires  in  the  garden  for  several  evenings 
The  bugs  will  fly  into  the  blaze,  and  be  burned  tc 
death. 

Raw  potatoes,  being  of  a  watery  and  griping  nature 
are  thought  to  do  cattle  more  hurt  than  good,  espe- 
cially if  they  are  not  used  to  it.  They  are  the  best  oi 
all  food  for  milch  cows. 

Hams,  after  being  smoked,  may  be  preserved  thro5 
the  year,  by  packing  them  in  oats. 

Calves,  it  is  said,  will  thrive  better,  if  not  suffered 
to  eat  any  grass  the  first  year.  They  will  wean  better, 
ff  kept  cut  of  sight  and.  hearing  of  their  clam.

ve  up  the  wire  on  which  the  hive  stands,  which  wire 
driven  firmly  into  the  bench,  that  the  corners  of  the 
ve  may  rest  on  it,  about  an  inch  and  a  half  above  the 
p  of  the  bench.     The  wire  is  about  the  size  of  the 
nail  end  of  a  pipestem. 

Aliril  27.— This  morning,  a  worthy  German,  (name 
iknown,)  knocked  at  my  gate,  while  1  was  attending 
»  an  examination  of  my  bees.     He  wished  to  enter- 
ed him  do  so,  and  presented  him  with  my  chair,  as  it 
ood  on  the  grass,  to  sit  on.     When  seated,  he  began 
tell  me  that  salt  was  a  preservative  from  the  ravages 
>  the  worms.     He  then  recited  authorities,  which  I 
n  sorry  to  say  I  could  not  understand,  owing  to  my 
ant  of  knowledge  of  the  German  language.     I  found 
im  to  be  a  person  of  general  information,  and  deter- 
ged to  try  the  effect  of  salt,  which  I  did  in  his  pre- 
mce,  by  putting  a  teaspoonful  of  fine  salt  under  each 
ive,  and  the  wind  being  fresh,  much  was  blown  away. 
Vhen  I  relumed  to  where  he  sat,  he  told  me  coarse 
lit  would  be  better. 
April  28— On  examination  of  my  hives  this  morn- 
ie,  I  found  more  worms  under  them  than  I  had  found 
ie  whole  season  before,  but  with  this  difference,  not 
earching  about  to  regain  the  hive,  but  completely 
ead  !     I  attribute  this  to  the  effect  of  the  salt  I  put 
ruler  the  hives  yesterday,  at  the  recommendation  ot 
ay  friend,  the  worthy  German.

A  gentleraail,  who  ha«  for 
seven  years  protected  his  fine 
gooseberry  bushes  troai  the 
disease,  or  insect,  which  is  so 
destructive  to  this  excellent 
fruit,  informs  us,  that  the  dis- 
ease, (which  he  thinks  is  an 
insect,)  originates  in  a  pecu- 
liar kind  of  moss,  which  is 
observable  in  spots  over  the 
stock  and  branches  of  the 
bush ;  and  that  wheuever  he 
finds  it  on  them,  he  imme- 
diately cuts  off  the  limbs.  He 
has  left  with  us  several  pieces 
of  the  bush,  with  the  moss  on 
them,  in  which  he  entertains 
no  doubt  the  egg  of  the  insect 
is  deposited.  Since  he  began 
to  cut  off  the  infected  limbs, 
he  has  had  abundance  of  fine 
gooseberries,  which  he  could 
seldom  obtain  before.

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EMPLOYMENT  OF  FEMALES. 
The  United  States*  Gazette  publishes  the  following 
letter  to  a  distinguished  individual  of  Philadelphia, 
from  a  lady  residing  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  city:, 
well  known  for  her  ardent  piety,  her  unwearied  exer- 
tions in  the  cause  of  religion  and  philanthropy,  and  her 
liberal  aid  to  all  well  devised  means  of  promoting  the 
good  of  her  kind,  and  especially  of  mitigating  the  im- 
mediate and  most  oppressive  miseries  of  the  unfor- 
tunate, who  come  within  the  scope  of  her  inquiries. 
1  This/  remarks  the  same  paper,  « is  the  age  of  noble 
exertions.  The  spirit  that  is  abroad  must  work  out 
permanent  and  extensive  good,  lessening,  in  an  emi- 
nent degree,  the  amount  of  present  ills,  aBd  correcting 
those  errors  in  the  opinions  and  practices  of  society, 
that  would  work  out  future  evils.' 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  an  intelligent  and  resfiectable 
lady  of  New  Jersey,  to  the  writer  of  the  Essays  on 
the  Public  Charities  of  Philadelphia. 

"  Now,  indeed,  you  are  on  the  right  road;  this  is  the 
true  political  economy  of  which  we  have  all  been  so 
long  in  search,  and  on  which  such  volumes  have  been 
Written;  this  is  the  true  philosopher's  stone,  from  which 
pure  gold  will  spring.  I  had  all  along  been  persuaded 
that  men  never  had  a  right  understanding  of  the  nature 
of  the  difficulties  which  surround  their  attempts  at 
reformation.  They  never  discovered  where  the  pres- 
sure lay.  In  consequence  of  this  ignorance,  hospitals,, 
prisons,  tread-mills,  and  houses  of  refuge,  have  multi- 
plied, and  chanty  after  charity  has  sprung  up  as  pallia- 
tives. Give  woman  bread,  clothing,  and  shelter  enough, 
for  her  children,  and  your  prisons  will  be  turned  into 
workshops,  and  your  houses  of  refuge  will  be  converted 
into  schools. 

"  Whatever  of  waste  and,  indolence  appears  in  the 
females  of  the  upper  class,  certain  it  is-,  that  these  vices 
.are  not  the  besetting  sin  of  the  poor.  Poor  women  are 
always  frugal  and  industrious;  I  have  observed  them 
very  narrowly,  and  I  can  with  confidence  say,  that  they 
are  far  more  industrious  and  moral  than  the  men  of 
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char  own  elass.  Of  ten  families,  each  one  only  able  to 
afford  one  room  as  a  shelter,  eight  of  the  women  shall 
be  frugal,  industrious,  and  orderly,  exhibiting  the 
strongest  solicitude  for  the  welfare  of  their  children, 
While  si*  of  the  men  shall  be  worse  even  thanincum; 
Lances  to  their  wives:  so  that,  according  to  my  esti- 
mate, (and  Mrs.  C.  will  agree  with  me,)  the  difference 
is  as  eight  to  four.  I  do  not  know  whether  in  country 
towns,  or  even  in  the  country  itsetf,  the  disproportion 
is  not  even  more  glaring.  „    .    .     .     *v„  ™„i„ 

"Two  things  produce  this  inferiority  in  the  male 
poor.     The  most  obvious  one  is  the  utter  idleness  m 
which  they  spend  their  evenings,  particularly  the  long 
evenings  of  winter,  and  the  rainy  and  waste  days;  and 
the  other  is  the  disrespect  in  which  they  are  brought  up 
to  shew  to  women.     A  drunken,  lazy,  selfish  man  oi 
this  class  will  always  feel  that  he  is  master,  let  his  wne 
be  ever  s*  much  superior;  and  inferior  as  he  thinks 
her,  he  exacts  as  much  of  her  as  if  she  were  his^equal. 
Many  men,  rich  as  well  as  poor,  have  this  same  base, 
sentiment  with  respect  to  women.     I  have  heard  many 
sensible  and  humane  men  reason  111  this  way,  when 
contending  for  higher  wages  for  men,  'that  men  arc 
•obliged  to  labour  out  of  doors  in  hot  suns  and  storms, 
/subjected  to  all  the  evils  that  vicissitude  of  weather 
creates.'     This  is  all  very* true;  but  still  they  live 
longer,  and  are  not  subject  to  so  many  petty  diseases 
as  women  are.     And  further,  <  that  men  cannot  labour 
ili  the  evening,  as  they  are  exhausted  with  the  hard 
labour  of  the  day/    In  summer  this  excuse  may  appear 
plausible;  but  is  it  not  the  case  with  wonrfen^  Is^itnot. 
as  great  a  labour  to  stand  at  a  wash-tub  ana  ironing- 
table  all  day,  and  then  sew  and  attend  to  household  du- 
ties in  the  evening?  to  white-wash,  clean,:pamt,  and 
scrub  ?  and,  worse  than  all,  to  sit  from  six  in  the  morn- 
i    ine  until  nine  in  the  night  at  her  needle,  wjth  periiafes 
three  or  four  children  around  her?    This  woman,  thus 
described,  goes  to  bed  as  weary  as  her  husband;.but. 
although  she  may  and  does  feel  equal  fatigue,  is  her 
5  'sleep  as  sound  as  his?    I  can  answer  the  men,  that'very 
few  women,  having  young  children, -know  what  a;gcfod 

L  ■■■■'a 
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night's  rest  is.    It  is  to  this  cause  we  must  look  for  ( 
the  haggard  and  broken  looks  of  sd  many  females  of  * 
the  poorer  classes.     But  to  return  to  the  main  point 
of  my  argument,  seeing  that  the  women  labour  equally 
with  the  men,  that  their  life  is  of  no  longer  duration, 
(shewing  an  equality  of  suffering,)  that  their  necessi- 
ties are  as  great,  (for  I  will  not  allow  that  the  clothing  | 
of  a  poor  woman,  firofierly  clad,  is  of  less  cost  than  a 
man's,)  and  that  they  are  fifty  per  cent,  more  moral  and 
industrious  than  the  men,  they  are  fully  entitled  to  an 
equality  of  wages.     It  is  only  in  Cochin  China  that  the 
wages  of  the  women  are  equal  to  the  men's;  but  there 
the  women  do  all  the  hard  labour.    No  rule,  you  know, 
can  be  laid  down  as  a  guide,  unless  it  work  both  ways. 
One  prominent  reason  assigned  for  the  disproportion  of 
men's  wages  is,  i  that  they  have  families  to  support.' 

•  Has  not  a  woman,  a  widow,  a  family  to  support?  and 
'k    jf  she  labours  two-thirds  of  twenty-four  hours,  is  she 

K*'-'rto& entitled  tofts  much  as  will  sufifiort  herself  and  her 
hildren?     You  have  struck  out  a  new  path,  and  you 
%  *''.  will  soon  get  at  the  root  of  the  evil.     I  do  not  know  a 
'  Y  .greater  service  that  you  can  render  the  country,  than  to 
•   raise  the  price  of  female  labour.     The  very  moment  a 
woman  has  in  her  power  to  feed  and  educate  her  chil- 
dren, that  moment  crime  will  lessen  in  the  world."
